H.  W.  Reas  ’49 
Helps  Discover 
New  Drug 

Dr.  Herman  W.  Reas  ’49  had  an 
important  part  in  the  clinical  in¬ 
vestigation  of  a  new  prescription 
drug,  Mucomyst  (acetylcysteine), 
being  introduced  this  week. 

Dr.  Reas  is  the  pediatrician-in¬ 
charge  of  the  Cystic  Fibrosis  Clinic 
of  the  St.  Louis  Children’s  Hospi¬ 
tal,  Washington  University  School 
of  Medicine,  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

Through  a  clinical  study  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  Mead  Johnson  Re¬ 
search  Center,  Dr.  Reas  describes 
the  effectiveness  of  the  new  drug 
when  administered  to  cystic  fibro¬ 
sis  patients.  Briefly,  he  found  it 
helpful  in  liquefying  the  thick  mu¬ 
cus  which  frequently  clogs  the 
lungs  and  bronchial  tubes  in  cystic 
fibrosis.  He  has  reported  his  re¬ 
sults  both  in  the  Journal  of  Pedia¬ 
trics  and  at  a  medical  meeting  in 
Miami. 

Dr.  Reas  received  his  M.  D.  de¬ 
gree  from  the  University  of  St. 
Louis  in  1952,  and  is  a  graduate  of 
St.  Joseph’s  College.  He  interned 
at  Mercy  Hospital,  Toledo,  Ohio. 
Dr.  Reas  then  served  in  the  United 
Statese  Army  for  two  years  as  Re¬ 
gimental  Surgeon  and  returned  to 
St.  Louis  in  1955  and  the  Chil¬ 
dren’s  Hospital  for  his  residence.

Venders  Confab 
In  Boston 


The  opening  address  at  the  36th 
annual  meeting  of  the  Boston  Con¬ 
ference  on  Distribution  which  was 
held  on  October  14-15  was  delivered 
by  G.  R.  Schreiber,  ’43,  editor  and 
published  of  Vend  Magazine,  Chi¬ 
cago.  Schreiber’s  speech  was  en¬ 
titled,  “Automatic  Vending  in  the 
Unautomatic  Future.” 

Dick  Schreiber  entered  the  vend¬ 
ing  industry  at  the  beginning  of 
the  industry’s  great  growth  period. 
He  began  a  study  of  the  industry 
in  1945  while  he  was  a  member  of 
the  University  of  Chicago  faculty 
and  executive  news  editor  of  The 
Billboard  Publishing  Company. 

Schreiber  entered  the  publishing 
business  as  a  feature  writer  for  a 
group  of  Ohio,  Kentucky,  West 
Virginia  and  Indiana  newspapers. 
In  1943,  he  joined  the  University 
of  Chicago  where,  in  addition  to 
teaching,  he  served  as  advisor  to 
University  publications  and  direc¬ 
tor  of  student  activities.  He  re¬ 
signed  from  the  University  in  1946 
to  devote  full  tipie  to  Vend  (first 
issue  published  November,  1946) 
and  the  vending  industry. 

Schreiber  is  the  author  of  sev¬ 
eral  books,  among  them  the  first 
book  on  the  vending  industry  (“Au¬ 
tomatic  Selling,”  published  1954  by 
John  Wiley  &  Sons,  New  York) 
and  “A  Concise  History  of  Vending 
in  the  U.S.A.”  published  in  1961.

Following  his  elementary  school 
days  in  Rensselaer,  Callahan  stud¬ 
ied  for  two  years  in  Canton, 
Ohio,  after  which  he  returned  to 
Rensselaer  and  enrolled  at  St.  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College.  After  leaving  St. 
Joseph’s  he  received  his  business 
groundwork  as  an  employee  of  his 
father,  who  was  an  implement 
dealer  in  Rensselaer  for  many 
years. 


Rensselaer,  Ind.  —  What’s  be¬ 
neath  the  ground  we  walk  on  ? 
That  question  is  being  answered  in 
a  cooperative  venture  by  geolo¬ 
gists  working  with  the  Indiana 
Geological  Survey  and  similar  de¬ 
partments  in  Ohio  and  Illinois. 

The  geologists  are  drawn  from 
the  geological  survey  personnel 
and  from  colleges  and  universities 
in  the  three  state  area,  including 
Saint  Joseph’s,  where  two  faculty 
members,  the  Rev.  Donald  Ball- 
man,  C.PP.S.,  dean  of  the  college 
and  associate  professor  of  geology, 
and  Michael  E.  Davis,  chairman  of 
the  geology  department  are  in¬ 
volved  in  the  project. 

Davis  describes  the  job  as  “an 
interpretation  of  glacial  deposits 
in  northern  Indiana  and  their  pos¬ 
sible  effect  in  future  development 
of  the  state.”  The  results  of  the 
survey,  Davis  points  out,  are  being 
mapped  and  eventually  these  maps 
will  be  published.  The  data  will  be 
of  value  in  selecting  sources  for 
construction  materials  and  water, 
for  determining  highway  routes, 
and  for  various  forms  of  commer¬ 
cial  development. 

The  two  St.  Joe  geologists  are 
working  in  an  area  that  includes 
Jasper,  Newton,  White  Pulaski  and 
Stark  counties.  “Most  of  the  mater¬ 
ial  beneath  the  surface  around  here 
is  glacial  rock  debris  that  was 
pushed  down  in  front  of  the  gla¬ 
ciers  and  contained  in  the  glacial 
ice,”  Davis  said.  It  is  generally  be¬ 
lieved  that  the  latest  of  the  gla¬ 
ciers  covered  the  area  seven  to 
ten  thousand  years  ago. 

Included  in  the  glacial  deposits 
are  rock  fragments  which  in  some 
areas  act  like  a  huge  sponge.  The 
space  between  the  fragments  often 
becomes  filled  with  water  and  if 
the  area  is  large  enough  it  is  a 
potential  water  source.  “One  ex¬ 
ample  like  that  is  right  here  at 
St.  Joe,  which  as  a  matter  of  fact 
we  use  as  the  water  supply  source 
for  the  college,”  Davis  said. 

The  geologists  begin  their  in¬ 
vestigation  by  checking  topogra¬ 
phical  maps  and  aerial  photos  for 
surface  features  such  as  drainage 
cuts  and  ancient  lake  beds  which 
have  been  dry  for  thousands  of 
years.  Then  they  auger  about  12 
feet  into  the  sub-soil,  investigate 
the  material  they  find,  classify 
it  and  log  the  findings  on  maps. 

The  knowledge  obtained  by  these 
surveys  has  any  number  of  practi¬ 
cal  uses.  “Construction  materials, 
for  example,  are  getting  to  be  a 
problem  as  we  continue  to  build 
more  and  more  highways,”  Davis 
said.  “When  this  job  is  completed, 
we’ll  be  able  to  get  an  idea  of  the 
best  places  to  look  for  these  mater¬ 
ials,”  he  said. 

If  you’ve  seen  highways  which 
seem  to  have  buckled,  you  have  an 
idea  of  how  valuable  a  knowledge 
of  sub-surface  materials  is  in  high¬ 
way  construction.  “If  the  highway 
is  built  over  an  area  which  might 
contain  abnormal  amounts  of  wa¬ 
ter  somewhere  near  the  surface, 
there  may  be  a  problem  of  ice 
forming  in  the  winter.  Expansion 
of  the  ice  may  cause  the  concrete 
to  break.  There’s  also  the  problem 
of  trying  to  lay  foundations  for 
large  buildings  in  areas  where 
there  is  excessive  water.  Know¬ 
ing  what’s  there  beforehand  can 
save  a  lot  of  headaches,”  Davis 
said. 

When  the  survey  is  completed, 
both  government  and  industry  will 
have  data  at  their  fingertips  which 
will  indicate  what  is  between  the 
soil  and  the  bedrock  over  the  three 
state  area. 


Holstein  Faces  Rebuilding 
Job  in  ’63 -’64  Season 


A  small  squad  of  eleven  basket¬ 
ball  players,  led  by  three  return¬ 
ing  lettermen,  reported  to  St.  Joe’s 
coach  Jim  Holstein  last  week  to 
begin  training  for  a  tough  23  game 
schedule. 

Coach  Holstein  is  faced  with  a 
major  rebuilding  job,  starting  at 
guard  where  we  have  lost  a  pair 
of  hot  shooters,  Russ  Marcinek 
and  George  Post,  both  of  whom 
averaged  more  than  20  points  a 
game  during  the  ’62-’63  campaign. 
Marcinek  was  graduated  and  Post 
withdrew  for  personal  reasons. 
Also  gone  from  the  first  unit  are 
center  Art  Voellinger  and  forward 
Bill  Braunbeck,  who  were  gradu¬ 
ated.  This  leaves  forward  Fred 
Farley,  a  junior,  as  the  only  re¬ 
turning  member  of  last  year’s 
first  unit.  Forward  Lonnie  Bruns¬ 
wick  and  guard  Ken  Dockus  are 
the  only  other  returning  lettermen. 

Farley,  a  co-captain  this  year, 
averaged  ten  points  and  eight  re¬ 
bounds  per  game  last  season.  Paul 
Zosel,  who  transferred  to  St.  Joe 
from  the  University  of  Michigan, 
is  the  other  co-captain. 

“The  boys  are  all  in  good  con¬ 
dition,  but  we  can  only  speculate 
about  our  prospects  at  this  time 
because  of  the  lack  of  experience,” 
Holstein  said.  “We‘11  be  taller  on 
the  front  line  but  we  won’t  be  as 
fast  as  we  were  last  year.  After 
having  two  of  the  finest  guards 
in  the  state,  we  find  that  guard  — 
right  now  —  is  the  weakest  part 
of  our  game.  We’ll  have  to  find 
somebody  to  trigger  our  offense,” 
Holstein  said. 

The  guard  candidates  are  Dock¬ 
us,  6-1  junior  from  Chicago;  Tom 
Sager,  6-0,  from  Milwaukee,  Wis. 
the  only  senior  on  the  squad; 
John  Crowley,  6-1  junior  from 
Chicago;  Tom  Crowley,  5-10  soph¬ 
omore  from  Oak  Park,  Ill.;  and 
Carl  Bossung,  6-3  sophomore  from 
Reynolds,  Ind.  Center  candidates 
are  A1  Papai,  6-5  junior  from 
South  Bend  and  Robert  Mokres, 
6-6  sophomore  from  Milwaukee. 
The  forwards  are  Farley,  6-3 
junior  from  Tiffin,  Ohio;  Zosel, 
6-4  junior  from  Des  Moines,  Iowa; 
Brunswick,  6-4  junior  from  Bur- 
kettsville,  Ohio;  and  Larry  Yeag- 
ley,  6-4  sophomore  from  South 
Bend. 

In  addition  to  the  twelve  games 
with  Indiana  Collegiate  Conference 
opponents,  St.  Joe  will  face  eleven 
non-conference  opponents  includ¬ 
ing  two-time  NCAA  champion 
Cincinnati.  Other  non-conference 
foes  are  Villa  Madonna,  Marian, 
Aquinas,  St.  Cloud  State,  St.  Am¬ 
brose,  Indiana  Central,  Franklin, 
Wabash,  Manchester,  and  Whea¬ 
ton.

Dickinson,  31,  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  varsity  team  at  Michi¬ 
gan  State  University  in  1951  and 
has  been  employed  as  a  tennis  pro¬ 
fessional  during  the  past  three 
summers  at  Wequestonsing  resort 
in  northern  Michigan.

Bus.  Ad.  Is 
Most  Popular 
Major  In  ’63 

According  to  a  bulletin  issued 
by  the  office  of  the  Registrar,  on 
majors  and  programs  of  study 
for  the  first  semester  of  the  1963- 
64  school  year,  the  percentage  of 
students  with  a  major  in  business 
administration  is  the  highest  since 
1958.  For  this  semester,  23.90  per 
cent  of  the  students  at  St.  Joseph’s 
are  enrolled  in  the  business  ad¬ 
ministration  courses  of  finance, 
management  or  marketing. 

The  most  dramatic  rise  is  in  the 
percentage  of  students  enrolled  in 
history  majors.  This  now  stands  at 
10.13  as  compared  to  8.69  last  year, 
and  5.79,  the  lowest  mark  for  the 
seven  year  period  from  1957, 

The  bulletin  states  that  the 
slight  drop  in  education  majors, 
2.06  last  year  to  1.81  this  semes¬ 
ter,  reflects  the  fact  that  secon¬ 
dary  education  can  no  longer  be 
used  as  a  major  —  a  secondary 
teacher  must  major  in  the  subject 
in  which  he  plans  to  teach. 

Statistics  on  engineering  enroll¬ 
ments  in  the  past  seven  years 
listed  in  the  bulletin  reflect  a 
steady  decline.  Math  and  math- 
physics  have  also  declined,  due  to 
the  low  freshman  registration  in 
these  courses  this  year.  Engineer¬ 
ing  enrollments  have  declined  from 
a  peak  of  14.97  in  1957-58  school 
year  to  5.61  the  first  semester  of 
this  year.  Math-physics  has  de¬ 
clined  to  0.99  from  a  peak  of  1.83 
in  1959-60. 

A  steady  rise  is  reflected  in  En¬ 
glish  and  political  science  en¬ 
rollments.  The  percentage  of  stu¬ 
dents  majoring  in  English  has 
risen  from  2.20  in  1958-59  to  6.06. 
Political  science  stands  at  4.16  as 
compared  to  a  0.44  mark  in 
1957-58. 

The  careers  for  which  students 
are  preparing  can  in  most  cases 
be  fairly  easily  discovered  from 
their  majors.  The  bulletin  states 
that  the  distribution  in  the  fields 
of  medicine,  law,  teaching,  and 
dentistry  is  of  interest.  This  is  so 
because  teaching  is  far  ahead  with 
178  students  intending  to  pursue  it 
as  a  career,  as  compared  to  64  in 
medicine,  86  in  law  and  18  in  den¬ 
tistry. 

By  numerical  breakdown,  the 
largest  group,  business  administra¬ 
tion,  is  composed  of  264  of  our 
1106  enrolled  students.  Of  the 
business  administration  majors, 
management  leads  with  125.  Mar¬ 
keting  is  second  with  105,  and  fi¬ 
nance  last  with  34. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-four  stu¬ 
dents  are  enrolled  in  accounting, 
the  second  largest  group.  The 
sophomore  class  has  the  largest 
enrollment  here  with  47. 

'The  third  largest  group,  history, 
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Indian  School  Grad 
Dies  at  102

Kiki  Rizensun  (Rising  Sun),  a 
102-year-old  full-blooded  Sioux  In¬ 
dian  who  attended  the  Indian 
School  located  on  a  section  of  the 
present  St.  Joseph’s  College  tract, 
died  recently  in  a  nursing  home  in 
South  Bend,  Indiana. 

After  leaving  the  Indian  school 
which  was  established  by  Cather¬ 
ine  Drexel,  Rizensun  sought  his 
fortune  in  the  world  beyond  Rens¬ 
selaer.  During  the  many  decades  to 
follow  he  resided  for  the  most  part 
in  the  South  Bend  area,  and  made 
occasional  forays  to  other  places 
as  the  wanderlust  of  his  people 
took  possession  of  him.  During  the 
past  two  decades  Rizensun  returned 
here  for  brief  residence  to  work  on 
farms,  odd  jobs,  and  to  “live  again 
the  days  of  his  youth.”  His  last 
residence  here  was  about  fifteen 
years  ago  when  he  remained  for 
a  year  or  more  to  re-live  the  “other 
days,”  to  reminisce,  to  tell  stories 
of  the  past  when  both  he  and  the 
community  were  young,  and  to 
fish,  hunt,  and  indulge  in  Indiana 
lore. 

Rizensun  was  born  on  an  Indian 
reservation  near  Cheyenne,  Wyo¬ 
ming,  May  12,  1861.  His  friends, 
who  believed  he  was  the  oldest  In¬ 
dian  in  the  U.S.,  said  he  was  the 
last  of  fourteen  brothers  and  sis¬ 
ters.  Wanderlust  overcame  him  in 
his  boyhood  and  as  a  result  he 
came  to  Indiana. 

Rizensun  attributed  his  longevi¬ 
ty  to  “no  whiskey,  no  beer,  and  no 
bad  women.”  He  never  married. 


is  composed  of  112  students.  The 
junior  class,  has  the  most  history 
majors  with  31. 

There  are  62  students  who  have 
declared  as  their  major  some 
phase  of  engineering.  The  biggest 
section  is  in  civil  engineering  with 
17,  followed  by  electrical  with  12, 
aeronautical  and  mechanical  with 
11  each,  chemical  with  seven,  in¬ 
dustrial  with  three,  and  metal¬ 
lurgical  with  one. 

A  total  of  199  students  are  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  sciences,  biology 
leading  the  list  with  79.  Math¬ 
ematics  has  41,  chemistry  28, 
geology  21,  biology-chemistry  19, 
and  math-physics  has  11. 

It  is  also  note  worthy  that  there 
are  no  seniors  enrolled  in  engineer¬ 
ing  majors.  There  are  also  no  sen¬ 
ior  math-physics  or  philosophy  ma¬ 
jors. 

No  one  is  enrolled  in  music  as 
a  major  or  program  of  study. 
After  that,  the  major  with  the 
lowest  enrollment  (outside  of 
engineering)  is  English-journal- 
ism  with  three,  then  agriculture, 
with  four,  and  speech,  first  of¬ 
fered  as  a  major  only  last  year, 
with  five.
